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“Ghe ‘Fallacy of Anglo-Israelism 


INTRODUCTION 


E have no quarrel with the belief 

of any religious teachers, nor do 
we seek to lower the estimation or char- 
acter of other religious people; however, 
we are commanded to make full proof of 
our ministry and we think as much 
should be required of them. Consequent- 
ly, we feel justified in presenting a scrip- 
tural reading which purports the over- 
throw of the theory of Anglo-Israelism. 

OPINION 


Teachers of Anglo-Israelism are of the 
opinion that a few million of the Israel- 
ites settled in Great Britain and _ dis- 
banded their language, customs, records, 
etc. What is little astonishing about the 
situation is that for now 2,000 years or 
more no particular mention has _ been 
made of the possibility of the British be- 
ing dispersed Israel. 

SCRIPTURAL PROOF 

The Scriptures point out the fact that 
the word “Jews’’ was primarily used tu 
refer to the one tribe of Judah, or king- 
dom of Judah, and the term “Israel” 
to the ten tribes, After the ten tribes of 
Israel revo'ted the term “Jews” was 
afterward broadened to include all Is- 
rael. 

At the time of the separation of the 
two kingdoms there were children of Is- 
rael who dwelt in the cities of Judah. 
These are mentioned in 2 Chron. 10:17 
where it is written, “But as for the chil- 
dren of Israel that dwelleth in the cities 
of Judah, Rehoboam reigned over 
them.” In 2 Chron. 11:3 the prophet 
was commanded to speak unto Rehc- 
boam, the son of Solomon, and to all Is- 
racl in Judah, and Benjamin. It is read- 
ily seen that not only Judah and Ben- 
jamin remained together but that there 
were some of the ten tribes which are 
here referred to as “all Israel.” Before 
the dispersion of the ten tribes and the 
captivity of Judah, the inference is that 
numbers of all tribes revolted from the 
ten tribes because of idolatry of the 
kings of Israel, and joined themselves to 
the king of Judah. In 2 Chron. 11:13, 
16, 17 it is written that the priests and 
Levites that were in all Israel resorted 
unto him (Rehoboam) out of all their 
coasts, for the Levites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to Judah 
and Jerusalem. And after them out of 
all their tribes of Israel such as set their 
hearts to seek the Lord God of Israel 
came to Jerusalem, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord God of their fathers. So they 
strengthened the kingdom of Judah

and made Rehoboam, the son of Solo- 


mon, strong three years: for three years 
they walked in the way of David and 
Solomon. 

In 2 Chron. 15:9 we read that Asa, 
strengthened thru the prophet Azariah, 
put on a reformation and put away the 
abominable idols out of all the land of 
Judah and Benjamin and out of the 
cities which he had taken over from 
Mount Ephraim. He gathered all of 
Judah and Benjamin and the strangers 
with them out of Ephraim and Manas- 
seh and out of Simeon, for they 
fell to him out of Israel in abundance. 
(The Hebrew word used here for abun- 
dance, “rhov,” means multitude), when 
they saw that the Lord his God was 
with him. We not only find that out of 
all the tribes of Israel, with Judah and 
Benjamin, they assembled unto Reho- 
boam, but even in abundance; Judah, 
Benjamin, Ephraim and Manasseh, with 
Simeon, and out of Israel a multitude, 
gathered under the reign of Asa, which 
was at least twenty-five years later than 
when they revolted to Rehoboam. Thus 
Judah gradually assimilated this multi- 
tude and they became one_ people. 
Josephus says in his history of antiqui- 
ties, 11:5, 7, of the term “Jews”, “that 
is the name they are called by from the 
day that they came up from Babylon, 
which is taken from the tribe of Judah, 
which came first to these places, and 
thence both they and the country gained 
that appellation.” But the word soon ob- 
tained a wider application, and on the 
return from the captivity in Babylon, 
what we call “Judah” was not confined 
merely to the original tribe, but em- 
braced the old kingdom of Judah and 
Benjamin, together with an “abundance” 
out of all the other tribes of Israel. 

In the light of 2 Chron. 15:9 we have 
the tribes of Judah, Benjamin, Manasseh 
and Simeon, or four tribes represented. 
Turning to Luke 2:36 we find reference 
to Anna, a prophetess, a daughter of 
Phanuel, of the tribe of Asheur. All 
these had kept their genealogical records 
and knew to what tribe they belonged, 
and yet were found among the Jews to 
which must be added the multitude out 
of all Israel, so that it is readily discern- 
able that the twelve tribes were in- 
cluded with the tribe of Judah. Paul be- 
longed to the tribe of Benjamin, Rom. 
11:1. The British-Israel theory is both 
unsriptural and unsound. 

THE WITNESS OF OUR LORD 

When Christ sent the twelve aposties 
to preach He gave them command say- 
ing, “Go not in the way of the Gentiles, 


and into any city of the Samaritans en 
ter ye not, but go rather to the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel,” Matt. 10: 
5, 6. He further testifies, “I am not sent 
but unto the lost sheep of the house of 
Israel,” Matt. 15:24. The ministry ot 
Jesus nor the twelve did not exceed the 
circuit of Palestine. It is an evident fact 
that Jesus preached to Jews only in a 
general sense. The Jews could not have 
been the lost sheep of the house of Is- 
rael unless Israel was found among the 
Jews. The Gentiles understood that the 
term “Jews” included also the Israelites 
and the New Testament so distinguishes 
them as remaining together and as being 
one people, a thing also true of Old Tes- 
tament reference. 

In Zech. 8:13 the house of Judah and 
of Israel are distinguished as two people, 
however, in V. 23 the same people are 
referred to as Jews. Peter on the day of 
Pentecost, when speaking to the Jews in 
Acts 2:14, includes with them in V. 22, 
“Ye men of Israel.” In his address be- 
fore the Sanhedrin, Acts 4:8, it is writ- 
ten, Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of the 
people and elders of Israel, be it known 
unto you all and to all the people of Is- 
rael,” V. 10. Again in V. 27 he charges 
Herod and Pontius Pilate with the Gen- 
tiles and the people of Israel, as being 
responsible for the death of Jesus. 

That the Jews included Israel was up- 
permost in Peter’s mind as being still 
present in the days of His ministry. Both 
Peter and James write to the twelve 
tribes in their gospels, James 1:1; 1 Pet- 
1:1. Can it be that inspired apostles 
were incorrect in their understanding? It 
is also true of the Apostle Paul when re- 
ferring to the promise of resurrection 
made unto the fathers, mentioned in 
Acts 26:7, that he refers unto the twelve 
tribes, for says he, “Unto which promise 
our twelve tribes, instantly serving God 
day and night, hope to come.” Here 
again evidence points to the fact that 
the twelve tribes were included with the 
Jews. They were still present and were 
serving God in the days of the Apostle 
Paul. 

QUESTION 

If the Anglo-Saxon of today, under 
the British crown, are the true subjects 
of the Davidic kingdom and are the 
Israelitish nation, how did they inherit 
national blessing without being circum- 
cised, Gen. 17:4, a thing required of Is- 
raelites? Those who teach the Anglo- 
Saxon theory claim that Britain is the 
place of God’s appointment for the tea

German translation for the word 
“strive” gives us the word “struggle, 
agonize.” 

A wise man is one who builds his

It is true they take part 
of the Scriptures but refuse those essen- 
tials which are sealed with the blood of 
the only begotten Son of God. They re- 
fuse a sinless life, an experience of sanc- 
tification; they do away with the wash- 
ing of the saints’ feet, the proper mode 
and necessity of baptism; they refuse the 
mighty evidence of the Baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, walk defiantly against the 
outstanding principles of the Bible, and 
the Lord said they were building on the 
sand and that they were foolish. 


HIS BELIEF 

Our lesson says, “The fool has said 
in his heart, “There is no God.” The 
man that would say that surely must be 
a fooi. I am personally acquainted with 
a Christian minister whom I met in 
Medicine Hat, Alberta, Canada, who for 
many years was a rank atheist. Re- 
ligious tracts were burned if they were 
brought into his home, song books were 
torn to shreds and thrown into the fire. 
One night after he had eaten his evening 
meal and was seated in his easy chair 
with pipe in mouth, he dozed off in a 
smoker’s snooze. A vision appeared to 
him and in this vision he saw a man who 
said, “Come with me.” He followed this 
man until he came to a high cliff and 
just across from the cliff on the other 
side of a deep chasm he saw a huge sand 
rock and a hand appeared which wrote 
the following: “Ps. 53:1,” and at this he 
awoke, startled, and wondered what it all 
meant. He said as he read his newspa- 
per all he could see was PS. 53:1. fa 
working at the shop on the lathe all he 
could see was PS. 53:1. and on his return 
home the next night he heard some peo- 
ple singing on the street. He walked up 
past them as he heard the invitation for 
people tc come to their mission for 
meeting. He said, ‘I’m not going,” but 
finally changed his mind. As he sat and 
listened to the singing he said within 
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himself, “These people 
are all fools.” He heard 
folks begin to testify 
and he said again, “Sure- 

ly these are the biggest fools that I 

have ever seen.” Finally a little girl 

arose before him and turned around 

and looked him square in the face and 
raised her hand and said, “It says in 
Psalms 53:1, The fool has said in his 
heart, There is no God.” Here was the 
revelation of his vision. It was he that 
was the fool. Two nights later he went 
forward to the altar and was gloriously 
saved and is now sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost and preaching the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. No one but a 
fool would try to deny the existence of 
God. 

HIS END 

Luke 12:20, “But God said unto him, 
Thou fool, this night shall thy soul be 
required of thee.” Here was a man that 
was prosperous in business; he was self- 
centered in thought, and he wanted ev- 
erything for himself. He was earthly in 
treasure, soulish in nature, God-forgetful 
in soul, deceived in his outlook, mistaken 
in his possessions, and because of this 
the Lord called him a fool. If he would 
have been thoughtful for others, not 
looked forward to the time when his 
soul could take its ease in this world; if 
his outlook had been beyond a few fleet- 
ing years in this life, in the life beyond; 
if his fruits and goods had been the 
Lords; if he had not been forgetful in 
soul, or earthly in treasure, or soulish in 
his nature, he could have heard that glad 
approbation, “You have been faithful 
over a few things, I will make you ruler 
over many.” In Rom. 6:23 we are told 
that the wages of sin is death (the end 
of a Christless life, death and hell), but 
the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. This shows the 
glorious outlook for the wise. Therefore, 
let us not walk before him as fools but as 
wise, redeeming the time because the 
days are evil.

PLACE OF REFUGE. 

A barren wilderness ten years ago, 
Palestine has undergone such a profound 
transformation that today the ancient 
Holy Land represents not only the only 
solid hope of the hard-pressed Jewish 
people, but it is also the sole country in 
the world where Jewish immigration is 
possible. In spite of the frantic efforts 
of the League of Nations commission for 
refugees to secure a temporary asylum 
for the hunted German Jew in other 
countries, Palestine alone was able to 
take care of the first exodus from the 
new nazi house of bondage. 

America, the traditional “land of the 
free” which has provided a refuge and a 
home for millions of European men and 
women who were persecuted for free- 
dom’s or religion’s sake in the past, was 
prevented by the economic crisis from 
helping to any appreciable extent this 
time. Great Britain, France, Belgium, 
Holland and Czechoslovakia, which were 
nearer to the scene of trouble and there- 
fore more profoundly impressed with the 
ghastliness of the situation, made a mag- 
nificent effort and each took in a num- 
ber of German Jewish intellectuals, out 
Palestine assured an outlet for the mass 
emigration and was able to absorb the 
newcomers in productive life. 

In spite of the constant influx of im- 
migrants Palestine is still clamoring for 
workers. The shortage of labor is more 
acute today than it was a year ago. Em- 
ployers are actually meeting incoming 
ships at the ports of Haifa and Jaffa to 
offer jobs to arriving immigrants. That 
such a situation should have arisen in 
poor, despised, barren Palestine, a land of 
prayers and pious memories, was un- 
thinkable even three years ago. 
GERMAN JEWS 

It is one of the most amazing freaks 
of history, too, that the German Jews, 
who, on the whole, were the most de- 
termined opponents of the Zionist move- 
ment and of the plan for the redemption 
of the Land of Israel, are the first Jewish 
community to whom the _ regenerated 
new Palestine appears today as a god- 
send. The land they despised, at the 
mention of which they shrugged their 
shoulders so contemptously but a few 
years ago, and German Jews in America 
still do this frequently, presents the only 
hope of survival for these people. 

A freak of fate? Perhaps it isn’t. Per- 
haps this is something else. ‘The stone 
which was rejected by the builders, lo, i:

Are we to expect all nations of 
the world to bow to the British throne 
as being the throne of David? If so, a 
war on Britain would be a war on the Ail 
Highest. It may be all right to call the 
Prince of Wales the Prince of David, 
however, the nations are not prepared tu 
accept the idea that he is a divine being 
nor that his office is one directly given 
of God moreso than other governments 
are instituted of God. 
BRITISH ISRAEL’S CLAIM 

Leaders of this theory contend that 
Israel had been recovenanted by being 
baptized into one Catholic and Apostolic 
church, and now the gospel of salvation 
must be preached by His constituted 
agents, the house of Israel. If Israel be a 
nation, how does it occur that that na- 
tion can be baptized into the Church 
and still remain a nation? This is indeed 
a kind of strange philosophy but decided- 
ly more strange if it be called theology. 
It is said of the church that there is 
neither Greek nor Jew, circumcision nor 
uncircumcision, Barbarian, Scythian, 
bond or free, but Christ is all and in all, 
Col. 3:11. There can be no nationalism 
within the Church. Such an idea would 
tend to disqualify individual regeneration 
and sanctification. The postponement of 
the Davidic kingdom by rejection and 
crucifixion of the covenanted king gave 
place for the Church age which is com- 
posed of Jews and Gentiles in one body, 
who now share the commonwealth of 
Israel jointly, Eph. 2:12, 19. 

In Num. 23:9 it was said of Israel, 
“Lo the people shall dwell alone and 
shall not be reckoned among the na- 
tions.” The British empire is reckoned 
among the nations of today and, in fact, 
is a member of the League of Nations, 
compelled to cavil for the peace and 
safety of her kingdom subjects. Moses, 
when charging the children of Israel be- 
fore entering Palestine, told them if they 
did not keep God’s covenant and laws,

The 
keystone in the arch of Jewish life ali 
over the world is Eretz Israel, Palestine 
today, nothing less. 
SIGNIFICANCE TO NON-JEWS 
There is in Palestine today the begin- 
ning of a Hebraic renaissance. There is 
today a gathering in Palestine of Jews 
from every part of the world and not 
only Jews who have come on a pious or 
sentimentai pilgrimage, but Jews who 
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have come to live here, build homes, 
raise children and integrate themselves 
into the national life. I spoke to Jews 
from South Africa, from Poland, from 
China, Germany, Singapore, Brazil, Swe- 
den, Russia, Abyssinia, England, the 
United States, Yemen, Morocco, France 
and Holland and I don’t know what 
other country. Palestine was their new 
home. They had not merely come to die 
within the consoling nearness of the 
ancient ho!y places, they had come to 
live. There they were. 

Is this not a fulfilment of prophecy? 
Is this not an event in world history 
worth watching by believing Christians? 
To the orthodox Christian who snows 
his Bible the return of the Jew to Pales- 
tine is an event definitely linked by 
prophecy with apocalyptic happenings. [t 
is nothing less than the condition for the 
beginning of a messianic era. It is diffi- 
cult to see how the meaning of the mira- 


culous rebirth of Palestine has so long 
escaped the attention of our Christian 
leaders, generally speaking.

“ye shall be left few in number, where- 
as ye were as the stars of heaven for 
multitude.”” Can it be said of 450,000,- 
000 people under the British crown or of 
Britain alone, with her millions, that 
they are few in number? 

Lastly, turning to Hosea 3:4, 5, it is 
written, “For the children of Israel shall 
abide many days without a king, and 
without a prince, and without a sacrifice, 
and without an ephod, and without tera- 
phim; afterward shall the children of 
Israe' return, and seek the Lord their 
God, and David their king; and shall 
fear the Lord and his goodness in the 
latter days.” These scriptures apply to 
the Jews. They are few in number, they 
have been without a king and a prince, 
without sacrifice, image, ephod, or tera- 
phim. Britain for a thousand years has 
had her king and princes. The British 
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cannot be the kingdom of Israel which 
was to be signally blessed and enjoy a 
reign of righteousness. Though favored 
as a Christian nation, she shares with 
other nations of the world an increase in 
sinfulness, vice of all kinds, murder, 
bloodshed, doom and oppression. 
CONCLUSION 


We must here leave the question at is- 
sue for our readers to ponder in the lighz 
of scriptural analysis. It is better to stick 
to the truth of the gospel than it is to 
accept some far-fetched theory of man 
whereby they with fain words make 
merchandise of you.

HARVARD UNIVERSITY LOOKS

A UP Dispatch which came from 
Massachusetts May 21, states that John 
Reed, Harvard graduate, whose body lies 
near Lenin’s in Moscow, has become a 
communist hero. The Harvard Corpora- 
tion will officially accept a painting 
which will hang in Adam’s house with 
portraits of George Washington, Samuel 
Adams, John Adams, and John Quincy 
Adams. It is understood the corporation 
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approved the painting on the occasion 
of the 25th year of his graduation from 
Harvard. Reed had been active in 2 
communistic career since 1910. He 
joined Panco Villa irregulars in Mexico 
and was made a brigadier-general, later 
becoming a member of the Third Inter- 
nationale of Russia. He died furthering 
the interests of the Bolshevik. 

We wani to ask, by what common 
authority or degree of common sense has 
a painting of John Reed, who spent the 
most valuable portion of his life in try 
ing to overthrow republics and liane 
for which other honored and distin- 
guished men fought, with whom _ kis 
portrait is to hang, to be honored along 
with them? If Washington and others 
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were entitled to honor for what they had 
established by law of common _ rules, 
Reed is entitled to be dishonored and his 
portrait thrown into the waste basket in- 
stead of hanging with men who were so 
differently engaged in their life’s work 
and views.
